CARPENTER SET FREE. 


According to statistics carefully com- 


piled, there are thirty schools in tho 
United States for the instruction of the 
blind, and those have 593 teachers, and 
last yflar they had 2,1-18 pupilsi. 
Tho 


schools have libraries containing 22,091 
volumes, an increase during the year of 
2,007. Their grounds, buildings, and ap- 
paratus are valued at S3,915,OOG; the total 
expenditure for the year was SE63,4D9; 
receipts, $733,961, of which 8481,185 came- 
from state or municipal appropriations. 


Tho commissioners of tho public lands 


of this state have set aside the land sales 
of the afternoon ot the 4th of September, 
and also on the 5th and Gth of the same 
month. From an. editorial note in the 
Journal, it .appears that nearly all the 
sales in Sawyer and Price counties are 
effected, and very largely thosti in Doug- 
las and Chippowa counties; there_are 
also other lands in Taylor, Washburn, 
Clark ana Dunn counties, tho aggregate 
number of acres being ten thousand.

The decision did not awaken 


any enthusiasm from tho accused man's 
friends, nor have they publicly expressed 
their opinion oi tho result. A great crowd of 
people were on the streets for hours after tho 
court room was vaciuit. Public feeling runs 
high. Tho friends ot Carpenter are satislied 
with bail. 


Upon the announcement that bail would 


uu iit.-cept.ed the attorney for tho defense • bo- 
Ku.il soliciting bondsmen. In loss than fivo 
minutes tho names ot A. Esteu^ Cr.'W. Edgar, 
K C. W. Koohoulo, B. F. McCord, T. W. 
Kenyon and Paul Smith were appended. A 
number of 
Carpenter's frieuds gathered 


around him as though anticipating violence. 
Tho action was timely, for when tho decision 
was made tho father of the girl exclaimed: 
"1 jun tho fathei-of that girl. Kill the 
." 


He 
was caught 
by 
a deputy as he 


worked his way toward Carpenter, and 
ryinoved from tho court-room. 
His sou, 


who was in a highly excited stato, was subse- 
quently removed and searched. Carpenter 
left tho court-room under guard, and enter- 
ing the buggy was driven homo. Mr. Bums 
attempted to intercept him on the street, but 
failed. He was finally taken in temporary 
charge and kept in tho sheriff's office until he 
became calm. 


Tho meeting of the Carpenter family, was a 


touching one. Tho father was completely 
overcome, and seemed 10 bo more griof- 
stricken than at any time since his arrest. 


Tho excitement over the result of Carpen- 


ter's preliminary examination was more 
widespread than at first reported. When the 
'ather of the dead girl was seen in tho com- 
iixny of an ollk-er it was thought that ho waa 
under arrest. Tho report rapidly spread, 
and indignation assumed such proportions 
that tho officials were fearful that an out- 
break would occur. 
Tho arrest was em- 


phatically denied, and the feeling was soon 
allnyed. " Mr. Burns and his son arc yet hero, 
and will remain i'or days to coma. Mr. Car- 
penter is at homo, protected by a number of 
guards. It is authoritatively stated that Mr. 
Carpenter will shortly leave for a visit to tho 
tast. The report of Prof. Haines on the ex- 
amination of tho dead girl's internal organs 
will enable tho anthprities to pursue a clow 
wliii-h they have been following fordnj-s and 
DViMi weeks. If these eructations are ful- 
filled unothiT will ba mado the chief actor, 
while Carpenter will botiomu im accomplice.

way, the notorious bond forger, and two or 
his"accomplices, Lewis Martin and Nathan 
B. -Foster, have been arrested by Centra! ot- 
llco detectives on a charge of forgery. 
For 


tho past two months Brockway has been 
noticed by detectives acting in a very sus- 
picious manner. 
A fow weels ago Brock- 


way engaged apartments' at 281 Lexington 
avenue^m! at the same time ho hired apart- 
ments at 270 "West Eleventh street. The de- 
tectives, who had been assigned to keep a 
close watch upon his movements, learned 
that he was daily in the habit of. visiting 
bankers, printers mid lithographic houses. 


On Saturday, the detectives became satis- 


fied that the lime had arrived for decisive 
action, and Inspector Byrnes directed a raid 
to be mado upon tho apartments occupied by 
Brockway at KU Lexington avenue and No. 
•J70 West Eleventh street. 
On entering tho 


rooms occupied by Brockway the detectives 
found a complete set of machinery of the 
finest description for tho forgery of certain 
bonds, and also a quantity ot typo, dies, 
plates, and everything necessary for tho 
duplication of these bonds. 
A roil of bonds 


which had ccarcely been ruu Off, was also 
found. These bonds were perfect counter- 
feits of tho bonds issued by tho Morris & 
Essex Railroad company, of tho denomina- 
tion of $1,000, 7 per coat, construction 
mortgage 
bonds 
of 
1001: plates, 


printed no'tes, and various material for the 
issuing of $1,000 gold bearing bonds ot the 
Central Pacific Railroad company, series B, 
wore also found. The stamp necessary for 
the payment o£ interest on the bonds in Lon- 
don, was also seized, with type in form noti- 
fying holders that tho interest would bo paid 
at the banking house of Speyer & Bros., 
London, at tho rate ot 40 pence sterling per 
dollar. There was also found tho type set up 
of an indorsement for tho back of tho bonds, 
as follows: "Central Pacific Railroad com- 
pany California and Oregon division, C per 
cont.il'-yeargold bonds of $1,000." Thoro 
was ' also 
in 
type 
tho 
following: 


"Wo 
do 
hereby 
certify 
that 
'this 


bond is one of tho within described 7,200 
bonds of like date secured by mortgages, 
executed and delivered to us. David S. 
Dodge, one of the trustees within named hav- 
ing died, Philip C. Calhoun has been duly 
nouiiiiated and appointed trustee in his placo 
in accordance with tho provisions of said 
mortgage." 


Thu bonds are magnificently rxocuted, a 


microscopical examination failing to reveal 
the slightest flaw. Tho delicate face lines 
and shading of the heads- upon the bonds 
being perfection itself, and must havo cost 
considerable time and HKKIP;.'. A raid was 
also nitidu by the dutectivi- ,i|«m room Nu. 
S(i, at

mortgage coupon bonds, ready to be put upon 
the market, wanting only tho names oC 
Samuel Sloan, president, and Charles E. 
Carryc, treasurer. A genuino 7 per cent. 
$1 000 bond of tho Morris & Essex Railroad 
•company, series B, No. 3C2, $100 in money 
and a number of letters, stamps and draw- 
ings of different scries of bonds wero found 
on Brockway's person when he was arrested. 
After tho raid-tad been made in West Hous- 
ton street, Foster and Martin wore arrested 
011 Lexington avenue. 
On Martin wero 


found five f 100 bills, sorno letters and papers 
showing him to bavo moved iu tho beat of 
society. His suito at tho St. Jamos was an 
elegant one, and ho was regarded as a 
loading man in sporting circles. 
Chief 


Drummond, 
of 
the 
secret 
service, 


who assisted in making tho arrests, learned 
that Martin furnished'tho monoy for printing 
tha spurious bonds. Tho polico do not be- 
liovo that any of tho bonds bavo yet been 
disposed of. Brockway was born in Connoc-. 
ticut, and is about CO years old. Ha studied 
chemistry in Yale college under Prof. Silli- 
man. Later in life ho learned tho trade of a 
printer and olectrotyper. In 1S53 ho got five 
years for taking an impression of a genuino 
plate of tho State bank' of Connecticut, but 
escaped after serving three years. After re- 
maining quiet for several years ho got out a 
7-30 
Sl.OUU U. S. bond, Jay Cooko & Co.'s 


banking house 
being victimized to the 


extent of 5>S,OOU of tho spurious bonds. 
Iu 


1S73 Brockway got up a $300 treasury noto of 
the series of 1SC9, in connection with . Hank 
Hall, Lowis Martin, Charles'H. Smith, and 
Thomas Bnllard. From this time up to his 
arrest he seems to have been engaged in 
counterfeiting bonds and notes o£ ove'iy de- 
nomination and about two years ago sentence 
was suspended upon him on account of his 
surrendering some forged plates. Both Mar- 
tin and Foster have also boon engaged for 
several years in counterfeiting. 
All tho 


prisoners are now locked up at polico head- 
quarters and will bo taken to the tombs. '

Killed in Self-Defense. 


HOUSTON, Tex., Nov.12.— About 7 o'clock p. 


m.,Deputy City Marshal William;Glass,wasin 
a saloon "opposite the market house, when 
Martin Ravel, an-policeman, entered, and, 
seeing Glass, drew a bowie knife and made a 
lunge at him. Gloss draw his revolver and 
llred one shot to intimidate Ravel, but Ravel 
made another pass at him, cutting him in the 
arm. Glass then shot him twice, tho balls 
going clear through his body, killing him in- 
stantly. Tho killing was undoubtedly. tho 
result of an old grudge between the two men, 
who have had several rows. Glass surren- 
dered. A jury of inquest rendered a verdict 
of killed in self-defense, and Glass was ad- 
mitted to $500 bail. 


BURLINGTON, Iowa, Nov. 12. i Last Mon- 


day morning a young couple arrived m tho 
city on the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, 
from Quincy, 111., and went to the Union ho- 
tel, where they took dinner. The young man 
was A. J. Lesem, son ot a wholesale dry- 
goods merchant of Quincy, and Miss Flora 
Stroud, a lady about 20 years of age. 
No 


one's attention would bo attracted by tho 
conduct or appearance of the young couple. 
Tho young lady was under the impres- 
sion sho was coming to 
Burlington 
to 


become the acknowledged wife oC tho young 
man by'her side. About 7 o'clock in tho 
evening the- couple repaired to tho Barret 
house, the young lady being shown to room 
No. 80, and tho young man to another. 
Lescm was to marry the girl. At S o'clock, 
per previous arrangement, a rather tall gen- 
tlemen purporting to bo a justh-o of tha 
peace, and possessing tho authority to per- 
form the marriage ceremony, put in an ap- 
pearance at room No. SO. Mr. Lescm and 
Miss Stroiul stood up and were united in 
marriage, following tho ceremony tho al- 
leged justice ot tho peace congratulated tho 
couple and departed, and tho couple retired, 
thus auspiciously ushering hi tho honeymoon. 
Everything went lovely until Wednesday 
morning, when Lesom told his bride ot two 
nights and ouc day that ho had another wi£o 
and that ho would havo to leave her for a 
duy. Ho returned Wednesday night, de- 
parted again Thursday morning, and re- 
turned again iu tho evening, and left tho 
city again. The young bridu was of course 
astonished to learn the groom had another 
wife living, which aroused tho suspicion in 
her mind that sho had been betrayed. She 
consulted an attorney, to whom sho exhib- 
ited the marriage certificate, and it was dis- 
covered at once to bo fraudulent. 
This shed 


some light upon tho case, and Miss Stroud 
fally realized the situation in which she had 
be™ placed. 


Notwithstanding the fact the marriago 


ceremony was not performed by an authorized 
person, tho marriago under tho laws of Iowa 
is a legal and binding ouo, which Lescm was 
probably not uwaro of. The language of 
suctiou li.l'.Viof the codo of 1ST3, says: "Mar- 
riages solemnized with the consent of parties 
in any other manner than is herein prescribed 
aro invalid; but tho parties themselves, and 
nil other persons aiding and abetting, shall 
forfeit to tho school fund tho sum oC SM) 
each." Or, in other words, n mutual agree- 
ment between tlio parties in present! to bo 
liusband and wife, followed by living as hus- 
band and wifo for any length of time, long 
or short, constitutes a valid marrinsc. 


The girl states Laooin and herself consented 


to the marriage and lived together for two 
days, and if this be tree, tho marriage is u 
valid one, though the parties are linbleto for- 
feit $00 to the .tchool fund. 


A reporter interviewed tho bride. Mr. 


Palmer and 11 r. Andrews k:iew nothing 
about tho case at all arid wero of coui-so 
much surprised. 
They stated the lady had 


paid her-bill hersolf and as far as they knew 
Lesem had not been iu her room. After re- 
covering from their astonishment ths re- 
porter was ushered up to room No. #0 and a 
gentle rap on tho door brought tho reply, 
••What is iff" The bride was informed that 
a"reporter desired an ir.torviow, which sho 
consented to, and in a few moments tho re- 
porter was admitted to tho room.

Stroud, or rather Mrs. Lesem, is ubout 2u 
years of age, rather good-looking, is a blonde, 
and evidently of German extraction. 


Her story is as follows: "Mr. Lesom nnd 


I wero married in this room at S o'clock last 
Monday evening. I havo been acquainted 
with him for about three months, during 
which time ho was quito attentive and pro- 
posed marringo. His parents reside in Mer- 
cer county, Illinois; my father is o. farmer 
and resides near Now Winzer.
